Professor Frederick Starr, anthropolo­ 
gist of the University of Chicago, re­ 
turned recently troll) a three months 
sojourn in Mexico, where he has been 
studying the Indian tribes about which 
hitherto little had been known 
Pro­ 
fessor Starr spends each w inter among 
the Indians of 
Mexico, living with 
them in their villages and m aking stud­ 
ies of them, their languages and mode 
of living 
His research this trip was confined 
to the state of Oaxaca, in the extreme 
south of the republic. 
Oaxaca is made 
up of nine tribes of Indians, each of 
which speaks a separate language and 
which differ in manners and customs 
The tribes visited are the 
Mixteco. 
Triqui, 
Mixes Zapatecos, Chorales. 
Juaves. 
Tehnantepecanos, 
Cuicatecos 
and the Chinantecoe. 
In each of the 
tribes Professor Starr took measure 
ments of 125 women. 
Plaster busts 
were made of five members of each tribe, 
and a number of photographs were also 
taken. 
Professor Starr said the other 
day. 
“ Since leaving Chicago last Deceni 
ber I have traveled about 1,000 miles 
on horseback among the Indian tribes 
of Oaxaca. They are an interesting peo 
pie, and com paratively little has been 
known of them. 
All of the nine tribes 
are agriculturists, w ith the exception 
of the J naves, who devote all their a t­ 
tention to fishing. The most interesting 
of the tribes I foimd to be the Triqui, 
Juaves and the Mixes. The latter have 
been cannibals for centuries back, un 
til about 85 or 40 years ago 
In the 
low altitudes the people live mostly in 
cane houses, but higher up, where it is 
colder, they build quite respectable log 
houses.

1 hummedunism. The first may be called 
the Protestantism of the orient, as it 
was a reformation of Brahmanism and 
( tile previous heathen systems of the 
east, which had grown corrupt. Moham- 
; tiiedauism was a reform movement of 
vast importance and a wondrous ad­ 
vance upon the old material religions 
which it supplanted. 
At one time it 
threatened to overrun all Europe and 
divide the world with Buddhism. 
But 
neither of these systems has lifted any 
nation into advanced civilization mid 
neither fulfills the requirement of a 
universal religion for all men. 
The advance of Christianity for the 
first 300 years was marvelous. From 
obscurity and contempt it came to the 
neat of power in the Roman empire. 
Its conquest of the barbarians who over­ 
turned the empire is one of the marvels 
of history. Most fascinating is the story 
of the conversion of the northern na­ 
tions of Europe and the subsequent de­ 
velopment of the Greek, the Roman and 
the Protestant churches. 
The deepest interest, however, centers 
around the work of the church during 
the present century. 
This is the era of 
missionary societies, Bible and tract 
societies. 
Since this century began 
more Bibles have been made and dis­ 
tributed than in all previous ages. 
To see clearly the advance of the gos­ 
pel one should take the map as it was 
in 1800 and compare it with the world 
now. 
All the Pacific islands, Japan, 
Korea, China, 
India, 
Africa, 
South 
America, Mexico and the Indians of 
America have been reached with the 
Bible and pnre religion, and whole na­ 
tions lifted from vilest barbarism and 
heathenism into peaceful, progressive 
civilization and religious purity. 
Surely the light has come. Earth sees 
her Redeemer as never before.

Piofessor Frederick Starr, anthropolo­ 
gist of the University of Chicago, re­ 
turned recently from ti three months' 
sojourn in Mexico, where he has been 
studying the Indian tribes about which 
hitherto little had been known 
Pro­ 
fessor Starr spends each winter among 
the Indians of Mexico, living with 
them in their villages and making stud­ 
ies of them, their languages and mode 
of living 
His research this trip was confined 
to the state of Oaxaca, in the extreme 
sonth of the republic. 
Oaxaca is made 
up of nine tribes of Indians, each of 
which speaks a separate language and 
which differ in manners and customs 
The tribes visited are the Mixteco. 
Triqui, 
Mixes Zapatecoe, Chontales. 
Juaves. 
Tehuantepecanos, 
Cuicatecos 
and the Chinantecoe. 
In each of the 
tribes Professor Starr took measure 
meats of 125 women. 
Plaster basts 
were made of five members of each tri be. 
and a number of photographs were also 
taken. 
Professor Starr said the other 
day. 
“ Since leaving Chicago last Decem 
ber I have traveled about 1,000 miles 
on horseback among the Indian tribes 
of Oaxaca. They are an interesting peo 
pie, and comparatively little has been 
known of them. 
All of the nine tribes 
are agriculturists, with the exception 
of the Juaves, who devote all their at­ 
tention to fishing. The most interesting 
of the tribes I found to be the Triqui, 
Juaves and the Mixes. The latter have 
been cannibals for centuries hack, un­ 
til about 35 or 40 years ago. 
Iii the 
low altitudes the people live mostly in 
cane houses, but higher up, where it is 
colder, they build quite respectable log 
houses. 
The Indians have their towns, 
each of which is practically a separate 
republic. 
Each town pays taxes to the 
Mexican republic, hut that is about as 
far as its obligation goes. 
The most 
highly civilized of the tribes is the 
Zapatecos and the least probably the 
Mixes.” —Chicago Record.

Out along the Fort Wayne railway, 
five miles from Alliance, seven miles 
from Salem and near the little village 
of Beloit, just over the line in Mahon­ 
ing county, there lies one of the most 
beautiful sections of farming land in 
Ohio.

When the N e w s R e v ie w announced 
last Thursday that Liverpool parties 
were negotiating for an immense tract 
of land near Beloit it was generally un­ 
derstood that the Sebring company had 
a mammoth project on hand, but the 
details of the matter were not given oat 
until this morning when F. A. Sebring, 
president of the company, talked to a 
representative of the N e w s R e v ie w . 
“ This matter hasbeen nnderconsider­ 
ation for some time,” said Mr. Sebring, 
bat it was not until last night that some 
things having a bearing upon the suc­ 
cessful consummation of the project 
were closed. Now the preliminaries are 
complete, and it is only a question of 
time until the real work is accomplished 
“ We have purchased 900 acres of land 
five miles from Alliance and seven from 
Salem. The tract is \% miles long by a 
mile wide, and through the center of it 
passes 
the 
Fort 
Wayne railroad. 
The land forms one of the highest 
points in Ohio, and is level, there being 
just sufficient slope to give it good 
drainage. Mt. Union college is in sight 
from any part of it, and the view on 
every side is practically unobstructed. 
Abstracts of the titles of the various 
farms are now being made, and as they 
are turned in the purchase price is paid. 
In a short time all this will be closed. 
“ W eare not making this project a 
great land scheme or 
anything on 
that line, but we expect to have 
a splendid town there within a reason 
able time. Our company will erect a 
six kiln pottery at once, and it will, in 
all probability, be in operation next Sep 
tember. White and decorated ware will 
be manufactured, but that is not all of 
the project. Our employes must have 
places to live, and since 120 houses will 
be required we will have them put up 
as soon as possible. 
‘•The town will be a model one in 
every respect. On each side of the rail­ 
road, and gently sloping to it will be 
a park 80 feet wide the entire length 
of 
the 
town. 
One 
side 
will 
be reserved for factories, of which a 
number will be built soon, while the 
other side will be for residence purposes. 
Each lot will be 60x150 feet, and the 
deed for each will specify that the pur­ 
chasers mast not erect on it a banding 
to cost less than $800; it must be no 
nearer the street than 20 feet, and only 
one house can be built on a lot. The 
streets will be wide, and no time will be 
lost in paving that which is sure to be the 
bnsine88 section. A complete water works 
system and electric light plant are 
among the plans for the immediate 
future. We do not want to own the 
town, but we want to make it a model 
every way, and will dictate the provis­ 
ions nnder which land can be purchased. 
The tract will not be platted into Iota 
and sold with a great hurrah, but at 
present only such lots as will be needed 
for the dwellings for our employes will 
be laid out. 
“Officials of the Pennsylvania com­ 
pany are aware of our plans, and ar­ 
rangements have been made for the 
erection of a handsome passenger sta­ 
tion. It will be 27x70 feet, and contain 
all modern improvements. 
The com­ 
pany will also provide ample switches 
for factories. 
“ The consummation of all the plans 
that have been prepared will not be de­ 
layed.

Carleton has jnst returned from 
Russia 
He is confident that some of the 
seeds he secured will p rov e of benefit 
He m entions a w inter rye which is 
gr*)wn at Ustsisolsk, wdiich is in about 
80 degrees north latitude. The clim atic 
conditions are sim ilar to those of Lab­ 
rador. 
It is believ eti that this rye w’ill 
do w’cll in Alaska. 
The cereal th at p romises best resnlts 
is the Kubanka wh+*at from the Kuban 
territory, in the Volga region. 
W hile 
thi.s ia B Hp ririi w heat in RnsBia, it is ’ 
' ,s. |o ;‘ji.mi.'x,' II, IsiH e v 
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to giv e good results in Texas, No M an's 
Land, western Kansas and eastern Colo­ 
rado 
It does beet in Rusaia, where the 
anim al rainfall is only 15 inches. 
In 
western Kansas the annual rainfall is 
18 inches. 
A v ariety calletl Polish wheat, which 
was obtained, has the largest grain of 
all wheat in the w’orld, the av erage 
length of the kernels being about fiv e- 
sixteenths of a inch. Like the Kubanka, 
it is exceedingly hard, but is not a bread 
w’heat 
Its use is in p astry and as a 
macaroni w heat 
The Polish wheat 
needs a warm climate.

How Our Agriculture Will Be 


Shown at the Exposition. 


THERE WILL BE FIVE SECTIONS. 
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to be 
The American farmer i« Rom 
Avell represented at the exposition of 
1900 in Pa ria 
Much interest is being 
taken by the government in this mat 
ter. aud an .elaborate display is being 
prepared nuder the superintendence of 
Charles Richards Dodge of the depart 
ment of agriculture. 
This will be in 
effect a comprehensive presentation of 
the agricultural industries of the L lut­ 
ed Stat ch and will serve to a certain ex­ 
tent the purpose of educating Euro* 
(leans in Yankee methods. 
For example, there is to be I\ flu peri) 
exhibit of agricultural machines, which 
will be kept in motion all tile time by 
means of electricity Many kinds of in­ 
cubators will be shown, by the aid of 
which ingenious man has enabled the 
industrious hen to reproduce her own 
species at a dozen times the normal 
rate, and fresh meats and dairy prod­ 
ucts will be displayed in an immense 
revolving refrigerator of plate glass, 
divided suitably into compartments 
Condensed military foods will furnish 
a little show by themselves, more than 
usually interesting in these piping 
times of powder and shot, and free grid­ 
dlecakes and samples of various maize 
products will be distributed to all com­ 
ers at the corn kitchen. 
This corn kitchen will be located in 
a special annex. It is considered of the 
greatest importance to teach the effete 
peoples of Europe to like corn, which 
hitbertd they have regarded as a more 
proper food for horses than for men 
If 
a foreign demand could be created large 
enough to absorb all of our surplus corn, 
that cereal would bring at least 40 cents 
a bushel in the market 
What this 
would signify can hardly be realized 
without figuring on it a bit. 
Even I 
cent a bushel added to the price of an 
average corn crop in the United States 
means $20,000,000 added to the annual 
income of American corn growers 
On 
the basis of recent production, it would 
signify $1,800,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Indiana. $2,000,000 
added to the income of the farmers of 
Illinois. $2,750,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Iowa. $1,500,000 added 
to the income of the farmers of Mis­ 
souri. $1,750,000 added to the income 
of tho fanners of Kansas and $1,000, - 
OOO added to the income of the farmers 
of Nebraska. 
This trifle of 
I cent 
means $10,900,000 added to the yearly 
income of 4he farmers of six states 
The palace of agriculture at the ex­ 
position of 1900 will be the same build­ 
ing as that used as the palace of ma- 
/ cannery at tho exposition of 1889, but 
its interior is being entirely remodeled 
In this building the United States will 
have the use of 17,000 square feet, and 
the display will be divided up into sec­ 
tions. 
Section I will comprise an exhibit of 
fresh meats, lard, smoked meats, can­ 
ned meats and soups, meat delicacies 
• and extracts, animal fats and oils. Sec­ 
tion 2 will comprise fish products—salt 
fish in packages, dried fish, canned fiah 
and preserved shellfish 
Section 8 will 
comprise dairy products of every imag­ 
inable description 
Section 4 will com­ 
prise insect products—honey, cochineal, 
lac and silk. Cochineal and lac are both 
produced in a small way in this coun­ 
try the former for dyes and the latter 
for varnish. There will be a special ex­ 
hibit of silkworm culture and silk pro­ 
duction. which are rapidly gaining 
ground in the United States. 
Section 5 will comprise all sorts of 
cereals and bakery products; also. vege­ 
tables and every sort of flour. 
Theie 
will be bean flour, (iotato flour, pea 
flour and banana flour This last seems 
destined to come iuto common use, be­ 
ing very nutritious. 
The bananas are 
i nt into slices, which are dried aud 
Ilion ground to powder 
The display 
will comprise also liquors and beverages, j 
including artificial 
mineral waters; J 
commercial fibers of many kinds; to- I 
bacons, with varieties of the leaf ; mod- j 
ical and pharmaceutical plants and dye 
plants 
There will be an exhibit of the method 
by which s o ils are studied, showing how 
the experts nowadays are able to take 
a sample of any soil and ascertain ex­ 
actly what it will produce best and 
what it needs, if anything 
No longer 
is there such a thing as a soil that can­ 
not be made fertile by the addition of 
cheap and easily obtained ingredients. 
Special exhibits will be devoted to 
plant diseases and to the methods by 
which commerce bas spread injurious 
insects all over the world 
Ditto as to 
injurious weeds 
In connection with 
the cern kitchen particular attention 
w ill be given to a show of the different 
varieties of corn and of corn products, 
such as corn oil. corn whisky and cel­ 
lulose 
The horticultural show will be in the 
palace of horticulture on the north 
bank of the Seine 
Occupying only 
2,500 square feet, it will not afford 


room for a display of liking plants, nut 
its chief feature will be fresh fruits 
representing various sections of the 
United States These fruits will be sent j 
over from the United States from time

Nut culture has been 
making great strides recently, and cul­ 
tivated pecans chestnuts, hickory nuts.

ones are beginning to appear in the 
market 
On th- roof of a building near the 
Eiffel to ver th*- weather bureau will 
have a working meteorological observ­ 
atory, the instruments being connected 
with an exhibit on the main floor be­ 
low 
Each day a card bearing a fore 
cast of the weather for 24 hours ahead. 
based 
on 
information 
cabled from 
Washington, will be issued tref* to all 
comers 
Probably the most interesting 
feature of the weather b ureaus show 
will be its kites, of the peculiar new 
pattern employed for studying atmos­ 
pheric conditions at high levels. These 
kites, looking like huge boxes of cloth 
with a framework of sticks, will be sent 
lip daily, carrying automatic observing 
and recording instruments and con­ 
trolled by “ strings” of piano wire un ­ 
wound from reels. 
These kites can be 
sent up to a height of two miles and 
will doubtless surprise the Parisians.

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NEW RUSSIAN CEREALS. 


S eed * a n d P la n t* S e c u r e d b y P r o - 
feaN or M ark A. C a r le to n . 
During the last year the United States 
department of agriculture has had four 
agricultural explorers at work in differ­ 
ent parts of the world, having in view 
the introduction into the United States 
of such seeds and plants as may prove 
to be of economic value. Professor Mark 
A 
Carleton has just returned from 
Russia. He is confident that some of the 
seeds he secured will prove of benefit 
He mentions a winter rye which is 
grown at Ustsisolsk, which is in about 
60 degrees north latitude. The climatic 
conditions are similar to those of Lab­ 
rador. 
It is believed that this rye will 
do well in Alaska. 
The cereal that promises best results 
is the Kubanka wheat from the Kuban 
territory, in the Volga region. 
While 
this is a spring wheat in Russia, it is 
believed it can be changed to a winter 
wheat here 
It is harder than any of 
our wheats and is 
the great bread 
wheat of the Volga region. This wheat 
needs a warm climate and is expected 
to give good results in Texas, No Man s- 
Land. western Kansas and eastern Colo­ 
rado 
It does best in Russia, where the 
annual rainfall is only 15 inches. 
In 
western Kansas the annual rainfall is 
18 inches. 
A variety called Polish wheat, which 
was obtained, has the largest grain of 
all wheat in the world, the average 
length of the kernels being about five- 
sixteenths of a inch. Like the Kubanka, 
it is exceedingly hard, but is not a bread 
wheat 
Its use is in pastry and as a 
macaroni wheat. 
The Polish wheat 
needs a warm climate. 
Several varieties of broom millet are 
to come. 
These are for cold, dry cli­ 
mates. 
They are grown in Russia for 
the seeds principally and are used for 
food in the way of soups and gruels. It 
is possible that we may thus add some­ 
thing desirable to our dietary. Two va­ 
rieties of oats, the Swedish and Tobolsk, 
are expected to be the thing needful in 
the dry, cold regions of the west. 
The 
government importation is from this se­ 
lected seed. 
The other variety is from 
Tobolsk, in the northern part of Siberia. 
where it is dry and cold. 
The total importations amount to 
about 80 varieties of cereals and forage 
plants, beside vegetable seeds and mel­ 
ons.—Chicago Tribune.

Not to speak of 
1 the Old Testament revivals, which were 
national, tin* most strikingly aggressive 
religions have been Buddhism and M o 
hammedanism. The first may be called 
the Protestantism of the orient, as it 
was a reformation of Brahmanism and 
the previous heathen systems of the 
east, which had grown corrupt. Moham­ 
medanism was a reform movement of 
var-t importance and a wondrous ad­ 
vance upon the old material religions 
which it supplanted. 
At one time it 
threatened to overrun all Europe and 
divide the world with Buddhism. 
But 
neither of these systems has lifted any 
nation into advanced civilization and 
neither fulfills the requirement of a 
universal religion for all men. 
The advance of Christianity for the 
first 300 years was marvelous. From 
obscurity and contempt it came to the 
neat of power in the Roman empire, 
its conquest of the barbarians who over­ 
turned the empire is one of the marvels 
cif history. Most fascinating is the story 
of the conversion of the northern na­ 
tions of Europe and the subsequent de­ 
velopment of the Greek, the Roman and 
the Protestant churches. 
The deepest interest, however, centers 
around the work of the church during 
the present century. 
This is the era of 
missionary societies, Bible and tract 
societies. 
Since this century began 
more Bibles have been made and dis­ 
tributed than in all previous ages. 
To see clearly the advance of the gos­ 
pel one should take the map as it was 
in 1800 and compare it with the world 
now. 
All the Pacific islands, Japan, 
Korea, China, 
India, 
Africa, South 
America, Mexico and the Indians of 
America have been reached with the 
Bible and pure religion, and whole na 
tions lifted from vilest barbarism and 
heathenism into peaceful, progressive 
civilization and religions parity. 
Surely the light has come. Earth sees 
her Redeemer as never before.

STARR BACK FROM MEXICO. 


( n i x f r u i t y 
P r o f e s s o r 
B r i n i e s

Piofessor Frederick Starr, anthropolo­ 
gist of the University of Chicago, re­ 
turned recently from a three months 
sojourn in Mexico, where he has been 
studying the Indian tribes about which 
hitherto little bad been known 
Pro­ 
fessor Starr spends each winter among 
the Indiana of 
Mexico, living with 
them in t h e i r villages and making stud­ 
ies of them, their languages and mode 
of living 
His research this trip was confined 
to the state of Oaxaca, in the extreme 
south of the republic. 
Oaxaca is made 
up of nine tribes of Indians, each of 
which speaks a separate language and 
which differ in manners and customs 
The tribes visited are the 
Mixteco. 
Triqui, 
Mixes Zapatecoa, Chontales. 
Jnaves. 
Tehnantepecanoe, 
Cnicatecos 
and the Chinautecos. 
In each of the 
tribes Professor Starr took measure 
ments of 125 women. 
Plaster bustH 
were made of five members of each tribe, 
and a number of photographs were also 
taken 
Professor Starr said the other 
day •• 
“ Since leaving Chicago last Decem­ 
ber I have traveled about 1,000 miles 
on horseback among the Indian tiib*** 
of Oaxaca. They are an interesting peo­ 
ple, and comparatively little has been 
known of them. 
All of the nine tribes 
are agriculturists, with the exception 
of the J naves, who devote all their a t­ 
tention to fishing. The most interesting 
of the tribes I found to he the Triqui, 
Juaves and the Mixes. The latter have 
been cannibals for centuries hack. un 
til about 35 or 40 years ago 
In th*1 
low altitudes the people live mostly in 
cane houses, but higher up. where it is 
colder, they build quite respectable log 
houses. 
The Indians have their towns, 
each of which is practically a separate 
republic. 
Bach town pays taxes to the 
Mexican republic, but that is about as 
far as its obligation goes. 
The most 
highly civilized of the tribes is the 
Zapatecoa aud the least probably the 
Mixes.” —Chicago Record.

The American farmer in going to lie 
Well represented at the exposition of 
1900 in Paris 
Much interest is being 
taken by the government in this mat 
ter, end an .elaborate display is being 
prepared nuder the superintendence of 
Charles Richards Dodge of the depart 
nient of agriculture 
This will be in 
effect a comprehensive presentation of 
tho agricultural industries of the Unit­ 
ed States and will serve to a certain ex­ 
tent the purpose of educating Euro­ 
peans in Yankee methods. 
For example, there is to be A superb 
exhibit of agricultural machines, which 
will be kept in motion all the time by 
means of electricity 
Many kinds of in 
collators will be shown, by the aid of 
which ingenious man has enabled the 
industrious hen to reproduce her own 
species at a dozen times the normal 
rate, and fresh meats and dairy prod 
nets will be displayed in an immense 
revolving refrigerator of plate glass, 
divided suitably into compartments 
Condensed m ilitary foods will furnish 
a little show by themselves, more than 
usually interesting in these piping 
times of powder and shot, and free grid­ 
dlecakes and samples of various maize 
products will tie distributed to all com­ 
ers at the corn kitchen 
This corn kitchen will be located in 
a special annex 
It is considered of the 
greatest importance to teach the effete 
peoples of Europe to like corn, which 
hithertd they have regarded as a more 
proper food for horses than for men 
If 
a foreign demand could be created large 
enough toabaorball of our surplus corn, 
th at cereal would bring at least 40 cents 
a bushel in the market 
W hat this 
would signify can hardly be realized 
w ithout figuring on it a bit. 
Even I 
cent a bushel added to the price of an 
average corn crop in the United States 
means $20,000,000 added to the annual 
income of American corn growers 
On 
the basis of recent production, it would 
signify $1,800,000 added to the income 
of the farmers of Indiana. $2,000,000 
iidtied to the income of the farmers of 
Illinois. $2.750,OOO added to the income 
of the farmers of Iowa. $1,500,000 added 
to the income of the farmers of Mis­ 
souri. $1,750,000 added to the income 
of tho farmers of Kansas and $1.600,- 
OOO added to the income of the farmers 
of Nebraska 
This trifle of 
I cent 
means $10,900,000 added to the yearly 
income of 4ho farmers of six states 
The palace of agriculture at the ex­ 
position of 1900 will be the same build­ 
ing as that need as the palace of ma- 
* Joinery a t the exposition of 1889, hut 
its interior is tieing entirely remodeled 
In this building the United States will 
have til© use of 17,000 square feet, and 
the display will be divided up into sec­ 
tions. 
Section I will comprise an exhibit of 
fresh moats, lard, smoked meats, can­ 
ned meats and soups, meat delicacies 
and extracts, auiinal fats and oils Sec- 
t iou 2 will comprise fish products 
salt 
fish in packages, dried fish, canned fish 
ami preserved shellfish 
Section 8 will 
comprise dairy products of every imag 
iliable description 
Section 4 will com­ 
prise insect producto—honey, cochineal, 
lac and silk. Cochineal and lac are both 
produced in a small way in this coun­ 
try the former for dyes and the latter 
for varnish There will lie a special ex­ 
hibit of silkworm culture and silk pro­ 
duction. which are rapidly 
gaining 
ground iii the United States. 
Section 5 will comprise all sorts of 
cereals and bakery products; also, veg© 
tables and every sort of flour. 
Theta 
will be bean flour, potato flour, pea 
Hour and bunutia flour This last seems 
destined to come into common use, tie­ 
ing very nutritious. 
The bananas are 
ru t into slices, which are dried ami 
then ground to powder 
The display 
will comprise also liquors and beverages, 
including artificial 
mineral waters; 
commercial ti hers Alf many kinds; to­ 
baccos, with varieties of the leaf; med­ 
ical and pharmaceutical plants and dye 
plants 
There will beati exhibit of the method 
by which soils are studied, showing how 
tin- experts nowadays are able to take 
a sample of any soil and ascertain ex­ 
actly what it will produce best and

NEW RUSSIAN CEREALS. 


S e e d * a n d 
r i a n t * S e r n r e d 
b y 
P r o ­ 
f e s s o r M a r k A. C a r l e t o n . 
During the last year the United States 
department of agriculture has had four 
agricultural explorers at work in differ­ 
ent parts of the world, having in view 
the introduction into the United States 
of such seeds and plants as may prove 
to be of economic value. Professor Mark 
A 
Carleton has just returned from 
Russia 
He is confident that some of the 
seeds he secured will prove of benefit 
He mentions a winter rye which is 
grown at Ustsisolsk. which is in about 
60 degrees north latitude. The climatic 
conditions are similar to those of Lab­ 
rador. 
It is believed that this rye will 
do well in Alaska. 
The cereal that promises best results 
is the Kubanka wheat from the Kuban 
territory, in the Volga region. 
While 
this is a spring w-heat in Russia, it is 
believed it can be changed to a winter 
wheat bere 
It is harder than any of 
our wheats and is 
the great bread 
wheat of the Volga region This wheat 
needs a warm climate and is expected 
to give good results iii Texas, No Man's- 
Land, western Kansas and eastern Colo­ 
rado 
It does best in Russia, where the 
annual rainfall is only 15 inches. 
In 
western Kansas the annual rainfall is 
18 inches. 
A variety called Polish wheat, which 
was obtained, has the largest grain of 
all wheat in the world, the average 
length of the kernels being about five- 
sixteenths of a inch. Like the Kubanka, 
it is exceedingly hard, but is not a bread 
wheat 
Its use is in pastry and as a 
macaroni wheat. 
The Polish wheat 
needs a warm climate. 
Several varieties of broom millet are 
to come. 
These are for cold, dry cli­ 
mated 
They are grotvn in Russia for 
the seeds principally and are used for 
food in the way of soups and gruels. It 
is possible that we may thus add some­ 
thing desirable to our dietary. Two va­ 
rieties of oats, the Swedish and Tobolsk, 
are expected to be the thing needful in 
the dry, cold regions of the west. 
The 
government importation is from this se* 
lee ted s«ed 
The othc»r variety is from 
Tobolsk, in the northern part of Siberia. 
where it is dry and cold. 
The total 
importations amount to 
about 30 varieties of cereals and forage 
plants, beside vegetable seeds and mel­ 
ons. —Chicago Tribune.
